Asa result of 
their reports Adjutant-General Orendorff last 
night issued orders to the com mandants of all 
the militia companies in the State to be pre- 
pared to move at a moment’s notice. The 
order is merely a precautionary one. 

When the anarchistic element among the 
strikers first began to show its head Gov. Alt- 
geld asked Gen. Miies for permissisn to send 
Lieut. Baker into the districts where trouble 
was brewing to make an investigation. The 
nequest was granted. He was sent in one di- 
rection and Lieut. Orendorff in another. 
They visited Centralia, Staunton, Toluca, 
Coal City, Minonk, Spring Valley, La 
Salle, Ladd, and the other towns where law- 
lessness was rampant. They made daily 
reports to the Governor where the circum- 
stances called for it, but the results of their 
investigations were compiled and submitted 
to the State authorities yesterday. After con- 
sultation it was decided that it would be wise 
to tell the officers of the National Guard to be 
prepared for an emergency.

THINESA NEW BOND ISSUE NEEDED. 
Banker Tappen Says It Wtil Be Required to 
Pay the Government's Debts. 

New Yorn, June 7.— [Special.] President 
F. D. Tappen of the Gallatin National Bank 
believeg a new bond issue by the government 
Will be absolutely necessary. He said today 
on this subject: ‘There seems to be no 
prospect of a falling off at present in the gold 
export movement, I see nothing to change 
present conditions. A return flow may 
and muy not set in in’ the 
fall. Whether our exports of produce, 
te, greatly increase at the ena 
of summer depends largely upon a revival of 
general business here, That in turn depends 
upop the passage of a tariff law. Interest 
disbursements on government 4s and 6s are 
to be made in June and July, and will de- 
crease the government's holdings by just so 
much, The bond issue is not urged to replen- 
ish the government’s gold reserve, but to pay 
Us expenses. If these expenses cannot be 
raised by taxation I see no other means than 
the borrowing of mosey by the government. 
Now is the time for the nation to successfully 
dispose of an issue, Money is loaning at the 
„Ae rate, and its owners would be glad 
to take proper bonds. Later, if business does 
revive, interest rates will advance and capital 
will not show any great desire to in- 
vest in new governments. I don't think 
they would be much sought atter by 
Europe, Nine-tenths of the governments 
present obligations are held in this country, I 
think. The success of an issue would depend 
in great measure upon the character of the 
new bond. The Secretary should be author- 
ized by Congress to issue a low-interest bond 
that would sell at about par. Such authority, 
perhaps, could not be obtained, and he would 
be obliged to fall back on the old law per- 
mitting 5 per cent.“ ,

DENVER GERMAN NATIONALBANK FAILS 


Philadelphia Ti 


Inability to Meet Extension Certificates 
Causes It to Ga Inte Liquidation, 

Denver, Colo., June 7.—The German Na- 
tional Bank did not open its aoors today. 
Cashier Kunzmiller says that the institution 
is compelled to go out of business. The Ger- 
man National is one of the oldest banks in 
the city. The President is J. J. Reithmann, 
who is quite wealthy, At one time the bank’s 
stock sold for $835 a share, The bank was 


closed durmg last summer, but subsequently 


reopened on an agreement whereby depositors 
accepted extension certificates, The first of 
these, due in March, were paid. The second, 
due June 1, were paid as presented until last 
night, when the funds were exhausted, and the 
directors decided to close the doors perma- 
nently. National Bank Examiner Lazear took 
charge of the books. | 

The closing of the bank means liquidation 
so far as possible. Itis impossible to ascer- 
tain whether the depositors will be paid in 
full or not. The deposits, according to the 
last statement, made May 4, were $853,626; 
cash resources, $181,068; total resources, 
$1,777,423. In December the deposits were 
81.083.000; cash resources, $335,000 ; total 
resources, $1,882,000. 

The capital of the bank is $200,000; sur- 
plus, $850,000. Charles M. Clinton, cashier 


of the German Natisnal, resigned recently to , 


accept the Vice-Presidency of the American 
National and so many depositors went with 
him there was a great falling off of deposits 
at the German. This induced President 
Reithmann to close out the business. 

The bank .was organized in 1873 as a pri- 
vate banking institution by J.J. Reithmann 
and in 1877 it became a national bank, It 
prospered until last summer, when the run 
occurred, and it has steadily lost ground since. 
Mr. Reithmann was President of the bank 
until 1889, when he retired to 
George Tritch.

The Nebraska Man, id an Effort to Put 
Himself Right with the Farmers for 
His Sugar Vote, Makes an Attack on 
the Colorado Senator's: Figures and Is 
“Held Up te Ridicule,” as He Says= 
Plan to Expedite Tariff Blocked by 
Quay—To Extinguish Stanford Claim. 

Wasuinaror, D. C., June 7.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska has probably begun 
to hear from his farmer friends, who take 
their Populisin straight and not “ with sugar 
in it,“ as does the Nebraska Senator. He 
felt called upon during the latter part of the 
afternoon to make an elaborate speech in de- 
fense of his recent surrender to the sugar 
combine in the Senate. That speech will look 
well in the Record tomorrow and will do to 
distribute among the Nebcaska farmers. But 
it is safe to say the Nebraska Senator will not 
send out marked copies of the passage-at- 

arms which ensued. That was, in truth, a 

bad quarter of an hour for the junior Senator 

from Nebraska. During his speech he was 
foolish enough to call in question some of the 
statistics quoted yesterday by Senator Teller 
relative to wheat in the Argentine Republic. 

Hud the Nebraska Senator possessed the 
wisdom which his spectacles gave him the 
air of having he would have known better 
than to have run amuck with the Colorado 

Senator, who has more statistics at his finger- 

ends than there is silver in the mines of the 

Rockies. Mr. Teller disposed of the Argen- 

tine question shoitly by showing that the 

wheat production of the South American re- 

public had risen from 40,000,000 to 80,- 

000,000 bushels and that it could lay down 

wheat ata profit in London for 44 cents a 

bushel. But he did not stop there by any 

means and proceeded to put Mr. Allen on the 
toasting fork and hold him before the fire, 


slowly turning him around until 
he ‘was one on doth sides. The 
Nebraska Senator had inadvertently 


said during his speech of apology that 
within ten years Nebraska alone could sup- 
ply the United States with all the corn and 
meat needed.

TO EXTINGUISH STANFORD CLAIM, 


Senator Hoar’s Resolution te Close the 
Matter-Blackburn Makes Reply. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 7.—The action of 
the Attorney-General in claiming 615,000, 
000 from the estate of Leland Stanford oc- 
cupied the Senate during the morning hour 
today. The question arose upon a resolution 
introduced by Mr. Hoar instructmg the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary to pass upon the equity 
of the claim and whether it should not be set 
at rest. Senator Hoar said the government 
ought at once to decide the question of ex- 
tinguishing and putting this claim at rest. He 
did not suppose, he said, that any one seri- 
ously supposed that the government had a 
claim against the Stanforc estate and it was 
proper that the Judiciary committee should 
inquire whether this alleged claim was 
founded ona technicality or upon law and 
equity. Mr. Hoar recited the benefactions 
under the will of Gov. Stanford, and 
added : “If the government had 
a claim of $15,000,000, that 
was only 20 cents apiece for the inhabitants 
of the United States, to whom Mr. Stanford 
had consecrated his large estate, and it ought 
not to embarraes the closing years of his 
widow and cripple and perhaps destroy the 
great gift he had made for the benefit of the 
poor by seeking to press it.“ 1 

No one, Mr. Blackburn said in reply, felt 
more deeply than he the public spirit mani- 
fested by his late associate in devoting so 
much to educational purposes. But the real 
question was, did he own the estate or had he 
sought to divert to this high purpose an estate 
that belonged to the United States? The 
Attorney-General had already taken steps 


to determine this question, and it 
was the first time he had ever 
heard of either House of Congress 


attempting to stay the hand of the law officer 
of the government. If the claim against Mr. 
Stanford’s estate was relinquished and set at 
rest the claims against Hopkins, Crocker, and 
1 1 must be released also.

TALK OF CENTRAL PACIFIC’S DEEDs. 


Californians Tell What the Road Has Done 
Claims Against Estates, 

Wasuincroxs, D. C., June 7.—The House 
Committee on the Pacific Railroads gave a 
hearing today to, the Californians who are 
opposed to refunding the debt of the Central 
Pacific. Ex-Congressman Charles G. Sumner 
said that he protested for the people of Cali- 
fornia against amy funding scheme which 
would perpetuate the present management, 
one which has brought deplorable moral, 
political, and financial calamity upon 
that State. He went into an er- 
haustive history of the road, declared 
that its cost had not exceeded $30,000,000, 
and that he thought it could be shown to 
have been $15,000,000. Stanford, Hunting- 
ton, Hopkins, and Crocker had hot been 
worth $400,000 all told in 1861, and in 
1869 when the road was finished they were 
worth $10,000,000 each. Mr. Suinner ex- 

lained the California law which made stock- 
holders responsible for debts of a corpora- 
tion. Representative Maguire explained that 
the statuts of limitamons of California did 
not apply to the government. Representa- 
tive Boatner of Louisiana repeated a state- 
ment made to him recently by President 
Huntington that he (Huntington) had never 
had more than four or ten shares of Central 
Pacific stock. his tock being in the Finan 
and Construction company. : 

Mr. Sumner held that it was not hecessary 
for the government to take control of the 
property, suggesting that the road might be 
tuxned over to the holders of the first mort 

age. It was probably true, he admitted, as 
President Huntington had said, that the pres- 
ent traffic rates could not be reduced without 
impairing the value of the property, since it 
had to pay 6 per cent on an indebtedness 
double its cost and three times its present 
value. Mr. Sumner charged that the Central 
Pacific had corrupted Judges and Legislatures 
and had debauched the politics of California. 

Representative Geary spoke briefly in favor 
of a foreclosure of the mortgage by the gov- 
ernment. Hopkins and Crocker bad been 
long dead, he said. and it war a question 
whether the government could recover any- 
thing from their estates. Mr. Geary said it 
could not be denied that conventions had 
been bought. that Legislatures had been 
bought, that Senators and Congressinen had 
had their seats bought for them. He referred 
to C. P. Huntington as the distinguished 
saint who appeared before you a few days ago 
in behalf of the 10,000 orphans and widows 
who were stockhoiders.”’ 

When Representative Powers of ‘Vermont 
asked how he government could make good 
its claim Mr. Sumner said the first mortgage 
would eat up the road and the brauch lines 
were bonded for two or three times their 
value, so that the government had no recourse 
except by suits against the individual stock- 
holders. The Crocker estate. Mr. Sumner 
said, had been incarporated and was estimat- 
ed at from $20,000,000 to $30.000.000, 
the Hopkins estate approximates .$30,000,- 
000, the Stanford estate admittedly at 817, 
000,000, and the Huntington the same.

STATE BANKS ARE FINALLY DEAD. 


Representatives Decide There Is No Hope 
of Reviving the Measure. 
Wasuineton, D. C., June 7.— The banking 
authorities in Congress regard the defeat of 
the State bank measure as significant of the 
future of banking and currency in the United 
States. It is said to establish asa fir.ality that 
State banks and State bank curréncy will 
never be revived and that if any change is 
made from the present system it will be by a 
nationalized currency. Of the Northern Dem- 
ocrats only eight voted to repeal the restric- 
tions on State banks—viz.: California, 2; 
Illinois, 1; Indiana, 1; Ohio, 1; New York, 3. 
Nine Southern Democrats voted against re- 
l—viz.: Maryland,4; Delaware; 1; West 
irginia, 2; and Missouri, 2. A feature of 
the vote is that there were more Southern 
votes against the measure than there were 
Northern votes for it. Chairman Springer 
will call together the House Banking and Cur- 
rency committee atan early day to consider 
the next step. Theimeetings of the commit-

ue was settled. r. Springer is disposed 
however. to push the subject until the State 
bank champions of the South appreciate the 
significance of the vote.

An Effort to Bring the Two Leading Can- 
didates Together Fails on Account of an 
Attack Made by Mr. Kochersperger’s 
Newspaper Organ = Mr. Raymond's 
Friends Denounce the Manner of the 
Attack= What Col. Adair Thinks of the 
Muddle=Democratic Short-Hairs Kick, 


The contest for the County Treasurership 
nomination on the Republican: side is getting 
rather warm and may become exciting. A 
week ago it was thought the two leading can- 
didates for that office could come together 
and aid in the selection of a strong ticket, 
But the effort to bring them together has 
failed on account of the intemperate and un- 
fair attack of the organ of Mr. Kochers- 
pergeron Samuel B. Raymond. Mr, Ray- 
mond’s friends mot last Friday evening at 
Kinsley’s to devise ways and means to pro- 
mote Mr. Raymond’s candidacy for County 
Treasurer. When other candidates were be- 
ing urged at that meeting Mr. Raymond’s 
personal friends objected and declared the 
meeting was called in the interest of Mr. 
Raymond and nobody else. All talk of other 
candidates therefore wus cut off. Mr. Koch- 
ersperger’s organ knew these to be the facts, 
because one of its editors was at the meeting, 
yet the next day the organ asserted that a 
slate had been agreed on, referred to those 
who attended the meeting as would-be bosses 
of the party, and made an unwarranted and 
venomous attack on Mr. Raymond himself. 
This was followed up later on by an an- 
nouncement that Mr. Kochersperger, who, it 
was said, was willing to accept the Shrievalty 
nomination, would not accept anything but 


the Republican ticket. The animus of the 
attack appears to lie in the 
fact that the organ is looking for the printing 
of the tax list at the hands of its candidate 
for County Treasurer, who is either a stock. 
holder or a creditor of the organ in question, 
It would never do tor the organ to permit the 
nomination of a candidate for Treasurer who 
would not give it the printing of the tax list. 
This probably explains its assault on Mr. 
Raymond and its zeal in behalf of Mr, 
Kochersperger. It attacks Mr. Raymond 
editorially and locally through anonymous 
correspondence and splenetic interviews. It 
attacks his friends, George B. Swift is su 

porting Mr. Raymond zealously. but openly 
and manfully. He, too, is attacked. as he 
not the mght to support Mr. Raymond, just as 
Ald. Madden has the right to support Mr. 
Kochersperger? In supporting Mr. Raymond 
Mr. Swift has not gone to the unwarrantable 
length of attacking his principal competitor, 
justas Ald. Mann, one of Kochersperger’s 
lieutenants, has done venomously un- 
truthfully, attackimg Mr. Raymond through 
a column interview in the organ yesterday 


morning. 
Mann Is the Pretext. 


The mention of Ald. Mann in an evening 
paperas a candidate for County Judge is 
made the pretext for this attack on the 
part of the recently- elected Alderman 
from the Thirty-second - Ward. Mr. 
Kochersperger’s friends' can hardly ex- 
pect, under the circumstances, that their 
candidate and their orggn will not aleo be sub- 
jected to attack. It was hoped the contest 
for the nominations would be conducted with 
good feeling, but that seems to be im ible 
in view of the tactics pursued by the Kochers- 
perger lieutenants. 

Col. John D. Adair of the Thirty-second 
Ward, who favored the nomination of Mr. 
Kochersperger for Sheriff, but who favors the 
nomination of Mr. Raymond for Treasurer, 
said yesterday concerning the Mann interview: 

T have read with surprise the interview 
in the Inter- Orean of yesterday with Ald. 
Mann and I wish to say it seems the time 
has arrived when Republicans of the Thirty- 
second Ward can express no individual judg- 
ments politically without consulti oneor 
the other of the Aldermen of the ward. I was 
an earnest supporter of Ald. Mann in the 
recent Aldermanic fight and I have been a 
persistent opponent of Ald. Kerr. It is not 
necessary thata Republican should consult one 
or the other of these men, for permission 
to express his political views or to favor par- 
ticular candidates. Mr. Kochersperger is a 
candidate for County Treasurer. He has re- 
sided in that ward not quite one year. He is 
supported by Dr. Jamieson and Ald. Mann. 
Ald. Kerr has seen fit to announce his sup- 
port for Samuel B. Raymond for the same 
office. Neither the support of Mr. Mann for 
Mr. Kochersperger nor of Mr. Kerr for Mr. 
Raymond will have the slightest influence 
upon the individual thought and action of the 
voters of that ward. They will think and act 
for themselves, and my belief is they largely 
favor the candidacy of Samuel B. Raymond. 


Kerr Not a Candidate. 


„Rut if that quarrel is continued it will have 
a disastrous effect, Ald. Kerr informs me 
that he is not a candidate for reélection as Al- 
derman nor a candidate for County Central 
cémmitteeman, The political aspirations. 
however, of neither of these men can control 
the voters of that ward. They will attend to 


such aspirations when they develop. The 
voters of that ward do not to 
be considered as bound to follow the 


dictation of either one of their Aldermen. 
There is no trouble with the politics of the 
ward. The trouble is with the Aldermen. If 
on the one hand there exists a Kerr, Maher, 
and Crawford combine, then on the other 
there exists a Jamieson, Mann, and Kocher- 
sperger combine, and the voters of that ward 
are not inclined to follow the dictations of 
either. The latter combination seems to 
int to the candidacy of Ald. Madden of the 
ourth Ward for 1 next spring, although 
I observe that Mr. nn in his interview 
favors the candidacy of George B. Swift, while 
Mr. Kochersperger is quoted in the Herald of 
this morning assaying he did not want any 
oftice for which Mr. Swift’s assistance would 
be necessary for him to obtain. Is it not too 
early to drag in those considerations? It is a 
far cry till next March, and the Mayoralty 
candidacy had better be left out. I believe 
the sentiment in the Thirty-second Ward to 
be largely in favor of Samuel B. Raymond, 
without regard to the wishes of Ald. Kerr, or 
of Ald. Mann, or of Dr. Jamieson, or of any 
other person, and I think the people there 
have independence and intelligence enough 
to ex press themselves in his favor at the polls 
and that they will do so. 

“T attended the conference of Mr, Ray. 
mond’s friends at Kinsley’s last Friday. I 
was invited there as a Republican and with 
no purpose of attempting to put up a slate. 
I have been the friend of Mr. Raymond for 
years. Nö slate was prepared at that meet- 
ing. There was no wine dinner given, but 
there wasan earnest and serious debate of 
what was best for the ihterests of the Repub- 
lican party in Cook County, and what was 
most advisable in order to advance the inter- 
ests of Mr. Raymond.

The entire Republican membership of the 
Senate will be found in this list with two ex- 
ceptions.

Quay’s past record it is safe to assume that 
this vote was not dictated by high principle 
and virtue, but that he got an equivalent for 
it in some shape. It is alleged by some that 
he went to the assistance of the Democrats in 
order to get a better metal schedule for Penn- 
sylvania. 
still his course will not meet the approval of 
the consumers of Pennsylvania, who will be 
calléd on to pay more for their sugar, not to 
provide revenue to the government, but to re- 
ward the trust for its large subscriptions to 
the Democratic politicians.| They will be of 
thé opinion that Quay was working for Car- 
negie and himself more than for them. 

The other is Senator Perkins of California. 
He was present at the time the vote was 
taken, but is not recorded as voting or paired. 
He seems to have dodged. ‘That is a coward- 
ly way of dealing witha great question. It 
is not likely to endear him to his constituents. 
He was appointed by the Governor to fill out 
a term which ends in 1897. The Legislature 
to be elected this fall will choose a man to 
succeed him. If he has any desire to stay 
where he is he is not pursuinga judicious 
policy. The voters of California are not so 
much in love with dear sugar—made dear to 
fatten a robber trust and not to furnish the 
government with revenué—that they will in- 
sist with enthusiasm on sending back to the 
Senate a man who sat silent while the Demo- 
crats were putting through their boodling 
compromise. 

But for these two the record of the Repub- 
lican Senators is solid against the steal, as it 
should be.

INJURIOUS CIGARET SMOKING. 

The question isasked why the smoking of 
cigarets is so much more injurious than the 
smoking of cigars or of tobacco in the pipe. 
It may be repliei that 

1, The cigaret is smoked by many thou- 
sands of boys, few of whom would in- 
dulge in the pipe or the cigar. The 
one is too clumsy and the other too costly 
for the average boy. The use of tobacco in 
any form does far more harm to the person 
who has not completed the growing process 
thun to the adult. It tends to stunt the 
growth of the boy, even affecting the texture 
of the bones as well as of the muscles and 
skin, and seems to take hold of the system in 
direct proportion to the activity of the assimi- 
lating processes of the frame, which are 
mast rapid in youth and most feeble in old 
age, Hence the constitution of the growmg 


boy may be ruined by the smoking of the | 


same amount and same kind of materia! that 
could be used with impunity if the stuff were 
let alone till an age which varies with the in- 
dividual from twenty-two to near thirty years. 
2. Cheapness being an essential to large 
patronage by the juveniles, the poorest kinds 
of tobacco are used in their manufacture, and 
the taste and smell have to be disguised’ by the 
use of drugs, added to which the juvenile ap-

THE FRENCH “ REIGN OF TERROR. 

A hundred years ago the eighth of June, 
called the 20th of Prairial, was the day fixed 
upon by the French revolutionists for the fes- 
tival“ in honor of the Supreme Being.” On 
that duy the demon Robespierre led the pro- 
ceedings and the procession, attained the sum- 
mit of honors, and took the first step on the 
road that led to his own downfall. Two days 
afterwards was passed the celebrated law un- 
der which the “ conviction’ and execution of 
prisoners was enormously facilitated, and 
from that time victims perished at the rate of 
fifty or sixty each day. In the language of 


* Fouquier-Tinville, heads fell like tiles. In the 


judgment hall the accused scarcely had time 
to rise and answer to their names, no witnesses 
were examined, as it was alleged that 
sufficient proof existed in every case, the jur- 
ors did not take the trouble to retire to the 
consultation room, but gave their opinions im- 
mediately before the audience, and sentence 
was pronounced almost in the same breath. 
The condemned were executed on the break- 
ing up of the court for the day, or early the 
next morning if the session of the court for 
the day was unusually protracted. From 
March, 1798, when the tribunal began its 
operations, to June 10, 1794 (22 Prairial), 
577 prominent persons had been condemned, 
while from the latter date to July 27 of the 
same year 1.285 victims were condemned by 
the dread tribunal, the total for that June and 
July exceeding 2,000. Truly the few weeks 
beginning with this date a century ago consti- 
tuted a reigu of terror in the French capj- 
tal, and in the other principal cities of France 
terror reigned as absolutely as in Paris. The 
atrocities practiced. at Nantes and in the 


country surrounding it were even more hor- | 
rible and extensive than those in the big city | 
on the Seine, and of the thing who conducted 


the carnage it is remarked in“Scott’s ‘life of 
Napoleon that he might have summoned 
hell to match his cruelty without a demon 
venturing to answer his challenge.” 

It was well for the nation and for humanity 
that the execution of Robespierre, July 27 or 
28, brought this carnage to aclose. It has 
been remarked by Allison that a few weeks 
longer would have awept off the whole literary 
talent as well as dignified names of France.”’ 
More, it would have killed off thousands of 
the common people, chosen to die only be- 
cause the teeding of the guillotine must be 
kept up, for already the ranks of the 
‘patriots’? had been drawn upon for hun- 


dreds of victims, who had welcomed the fall of 


the ax with shouts of Vive la Republique,” 
Robespierre proposed a measure the carrying 


out of which would have decimated the con- 


vention as well as completed that of the na- 
tion. But possibly without that he soon would 


have fallen, for already the people were grow- 
ing weary of the flow of blood. The slaugh- 


ter of fellow-creatures had ceased to be an at- 
tractive novelty, and they sighed for a change 


from the deadly monotony, even if not afraid 


for their own safety as individuals. 

Thus ended the most terrible phase of the 
French revolution of a century ago, which 
not only killed off untold thousands of the 


citizens, but bankrupted all the rest, reducing | 


them toa state of misery from which they 


recovered only through a toilsome labor of

TWO CONFLICTS IN SAMOAN WAR. 


Four Killed in Sikirmishes on the Islands 
German Warship Arrives. 

Apra.Samoa, Maly 22, per Steamer Mariposa, 
via San Francisco, June 7.—There is noabate- 
ment in the war’ stare. Notwithstanding the 
presence of three ships of war every prospect 
indicates serious ad bloody fighting at an 
early date. Two donflicts have recently oc- 
curred between small parties of rival troops, 
which have resulted in four being killed, Both 
parties have occupied sttong positions.

Vice-President Howard of the American 
Railway Union addressed an open-air meet- 
ing of Pullman empidyés at One Hundred 
and Fifteenth street and Howard avenue last 
evening. He said he had proof to show mat- 
ters were coming to such a pass with the 
Pullman company that they would be forced 
soon to open the shops at the schedule de- 
manded by the workmen. Heread a letter 
to the assembly from the organization of the 
America n Railway Union at St. Paul, where 
the large car shops of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway company are located. 
The letter was a request for advice from the 
heads of the union there concerning what 
should be done with a carload of wheels 
which had been sent to that place by the 
Pullman company for repairs. ith a view 
to testing the spirit of the workmen Mr. How- 
ard asked: 


„How many of you, if the Pullman shops 


were opened tomorrow morning and you were 
allowed to go to work at the old prices, would 
return? Would a third of you go back? 

A thundering negative was the response. 

Do you wish to know where Mr. Pullman 
is? was the next question of the speaker. 

„Mes,“ was the vociferous reply. 

„ Well. Lean tell you where he is. There 
isn’t a movement made by the officials of the 
Puilman company that is not known to the 
officers of the American Railway Union. Mr. 
Pullman is now in Washington. He is con- 
ferring with several influential millionaires 
there, whom I might name, for the purpose 
of persuading them to jein him in declaring a 

eneral fight against the American Railway 

Jnion. That is his method of procedure, and 
this is in truth a fight of labor against capi- 
tal. | 
The speaker said if the strike among the 
coal miners continued much longer it would 
be an easy matter to get the railroad compa- 
nies to refuse to haul Pullman cara, as al- 
ready many of the railroads had been com- 
pelled to abandon a considerable portion of 
their trains. 


DEATH OF PROF. WHITNEY OF YALE. 


Held High Rauk in the Science of Lan- 
guace—sketch of His Life. 
New Hawn, Conn., June 7.— William 
Dwight Whitney, professor of the combined 
chairs of Sanskrit and comparative philology 
at Yale, died this morning. 
Prof. Whitney was a native of Northampton, 
Mass., where he was born Feb. 9, 1827. He be- 
an life as a cierk in abanking-house there, but 
devoted his leisure to the study of languages. 
rticularly Sanskrit. He was a graduate of 
Wiiliame and finished his collegiate education at 
Vale and at the universities of Berlin and Tu- 
bingen. He was appointed Professor of Sanskrit 
at Yale in 1856 and in 1870 of comparative phil- 
ology and retained the combined chair up to the 
time of his death. He was the first President of 
the Philological Association. the author of a wide 
— of books on language, and was superin- 
tendent of the great Engiish dictionary brought 
out by the Century company. As an authority on 
the Sanskrit language and philolo in general 
Prof. Whitney ranked among the foremost schol- 
ars of the time. Inthe science of language, of 
which his expositions and classifications were ac- 
cepted as authoritative, he claimed the develop- 
ment of speech was by the acceptance of conven- 
tional signs, and its beginnings were imita- 
tive, in lieu of the view advanced by others, who 
contended that language was spontaneously gen- 
erated in the mind and coexisted with thought.]
